He ar- 
rogate* to hirmelf the right to show 
only those he likes the list of arrests 
ana maintains the daily records of the 
place are hie private property. Thus 
the city jail becomes Leeper's castle, 
anc' the boss of the pension department 
a Czar.

department but which is also known as 
the pension bureau, operate a private 
set of books? Is there a record which 
he keeps that is not accessable to the 
general public in which entries are 
f'ft \r for private purposes only?
